The  tales  of  Camelot  have  been 
adapted  to  every  form  of  storytelling  from 
written  novels  to  the  silver  screen.  But 
what  is  it  about  King  Arthur  and  his 
Round  Table  that  makes  the  stories  so 
dmeless?  Why  do  we  yearn  to  hear  about 
the  glory,  the  love,  the  honor,  and  the 
betrayal  that  destroyed  a  dream?  Perhaps 
it  is  the  violence  and  valor  of  the  golden 
age  of  chivalry  and  knighthood.  Perhaps 
it  is  the  magical  creatures  and  mystique  of 
the  Middle  Ages.  Despite  these  alluring 
aspects  of  one  of  history's  most  legendary 
stories,  I  cannot  help  but  think  that  the 
fascination  stems  from  something  deeper. 


Unlike  a  variety  of  film  and  written  adaptations  of 
Camelot ,  Lerner  and  Lowe's  musical  for  the  stage  positions  the  characters 
as  the  center  focus  of  the  story,  rather  than  the  battles  or  the  magic.  The 
special  effects  are  not  explosions  and  swarms  of  armies;  rather,  they  are 
the  beautiful,  moving,  and  catchy  songs  that  allow  us  insight  into  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  Camelot.  For  me,  the  power  and  magnetism  of 
Camelot  lie  in  the  humanity  of  it.  We  find  ourselves  identifying  with  the 
characters,  truly  feeling  the  joys  and  trials  of  their  lives,  the  quest  for 
perfection  dismantled  by  the  human  instinct  to  feel,  the  burden  of 
indissoluble  confinement  and  the  agony  of  an  indecisive  heart,  the 
dedication  to  principle  and  justice  challenged  by  the  torment  of  love.  It 
is  through  the  basic  human  connection  and  understanding  of  glory,  love, 
honor,  and  betrayal  that  we  are  touched  and  inspired  by  their  story. 

Let  the  music  be  your  guide  as  we  journey  through 
Camelot  and  into  pieces  of  ourselves.  I  simply  wish  that  you  take  away 
from  this  experience  not  just  the  wonder  of  musical  theater,  but  the 
inspiration  only  derived  from  the  power  of  the  human  spirit  and  strength 
of  the  human  heart.

PRODUCERS’  MESSAGE 


A  year  ago  at  this  time,  we  had  already  begun  reviewing  possible 
show  selections  for  our  2004-2005  season.  With  dozens  of  possible  shows 
in  mind,  we  struggled  to  choose  a  season  that  would  challenge  us  in  every 
aspect  of  musical  theatre.  When  discussions  on  Camelot  arose  as  a  show 
choice  we  had  very  mixed  feelings.  Not  on  whether  or  not  we  liked  the 
show,  but  whether  or  not  we  were  capable  of  doing  it  justice. 

After  Alan  Jay  Lerner  and  Frederick  Loewe's  success  with  Brigadoon  (1947) 
and  their  even  greater  success  with  their  1956  hit  Mj  Fair  Fadj ,  they 
collaborated  again  to  create  one  of  the  greatest  love  stories  ever  told. 
Camelot  opened  at  the  Majestic  Theatre  on  December  3,  1960  starring 
Richard  Burton  as  Arthur,  Robert  Goulet  as  Lancelot  and  J  ulie  Andrews  as 
Guenevere. 

Lerner  and  Loewe's  Camelot  is  based  on  T.H.  White's  book  “The  Once  and 
Future  King”  which  tells  the  Arthur  legend  of  the  boy  who  pulled 
Excalibur  from  the  stone.  In  1961  this  adaptation  walked  away  with  four 
Tony  awards  including  Best  Male  Actor  (Richard  Burton),  Conductor/ 
Musical  Director,  Costume  Designer  and  Scenic  Designer.  When  it  was 
revived  in  1981,  it  was  nominated  for  featured  actor  and  best  reproduction. 

With  songs  such  as  “Ces't  Moi,”  “How  to  Handle  a  Woman,”  and  “If  Ever 
I  Would  Leave  You”  Camelot  has  become  a  timeless  classic  which  will 
remain  forever. 

We  are  all  very  proud  of  this  production  of  Camelot.  The  final  product  has 
proven  to  us  that  you  never  know  what  you  are  able  to  achieve  until  you 
challenge  yourself.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  cast,  staff  and  all  others 
involved  in  challenging  themselves  towards  making  Camelot  a  reality.  We 
hope  you  enjoy  our  final  show  of  the  season,  and  we  look  forward  to  seeing 
you  again  next  fall!
